The objection was to the instructions on the 
ballot that refered to voting a split ticket, 
part party and part independent candidate. 

The instructions said: You may "split" 
your vote by punching a straight party num- 



ber and "crossing .over" for independent 
candidates or candidates of another party,. 

In the particular .case of the ballot portion 
for the four year trustee term in Antioch, 
where three candidates are supposed to be 
voted for, if a person punched number seven 
for the Citizens Action Party and then pun- 
ched a number for an independent candidate 
for the four year term and no more, any 
votes they thought they had cast when they
